Steel Furniture Man Urges Foreign Trade. 

N AN interview with a reporter for The Youngstown 

Vindicator of Youngstown, O., for Sunday, July 27, 
\W. H. Foster, president of The General Fireproofing 
Company, who returned not long ago from Europe, said 
that he found conditions at home on. his return quite 
encouraging; that his company was doing eighty per 
cent of capacity, which had been maintained through- 
out the quiet time, and expected soon to be doing 100 
per cent 

He believes that permanent prosperity can come to 
the United States only through the development of for- 
eign trade. High production costs and our policy of 
political isolation tend to limit our freedom of action 
abroad. Mr. Foster voiced the following warning: 

‘American industries have been built up with a view 
to extensive export business, and to have been deprived 
of that outlet for our surplus goods has the effect of 
forcing us to cut tail production to meet the demands of 
a more limited ficld. \With the tremendous plant capaci- 
ties we have, we cannot expect to operate at normal ca- 
pacity for any great length of time. Either we must 
seek to restore the lost markets of the world to our in- 
dustries or we must resign ourselves to the idea of b2- 
ing over-equipped for the immediate job in hand. The 
former course will mean our participation to some ex- 
tent in the economic restoration of Europe. The latter 
will mean a program of fluctuating industrial activity 
with its attendant uncertainties and hazards.” 

Europe is rich in coal deposits and fairly cheap ore. 
ingland, Belgium and the German Ruhr have the facili- 
ties for turning that coal and iron into steel, and they 
also have the greater advantage of lower production 
osts. 

lhe principal thing to do is to remove the fundamen- 
tal causes of industrial depression and get ourseives 
hack into world trade on a sound basis. 
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Influence of Labels on Sales 


Being Some Suggestions to Manufacturers 
on the Importance of Beauty and Har- 
mony in Labels Intended for Display 
on Counters and in Windows.—

Ek have on our shelves three 

WV kinds of an article used ex- 

tensively in every office. 
These articles are in the ordinary 
desk size containers. One of them 
is nationally known, largely because 
of the national advertising which its 
manufacturers do and its extensive 
sale by large distributors. Another 
is not advertised nationally and is 
not sold by large distributors, but is 
manufactured by a firm whose other 
products are recognized as leaders in 
their lines. The third is nationally 
advertised and is sold by a few large 
school supply houses. This last 
costs us about twenty per cent less 
than either of the other two, but we 
believe it to be the best of the three. 

Until recently the first one was the 
best seller. Sometime ago the man- 
ufacturer of the second came out 
with a new package more attractive 
and convenient. Now this one is 
the best seller. The article last 
named in the first paragraph comes 
in an unattractive container which 
is not convenient. It has a large, 
gatidy label and although it is of 
first-class quality costs less and sells 
for the same price, it is the slowest 
mover of the three. 

We carry only two lines of the 
several lines of fountain pen ink in 
the two-ounce size, but one of these 
has just a slight bit more attractive 
box and sells the better of the two. 
At one time we carried two lines of 
a certain convenient article, one of 
which was better labeled than the 
other. There was a slight difference 
in price in favor of the one poorly 
labeled but the one with the better 
label sold so much more rapidly that 
we have discontinued the one which 
was unattractively labeled. We re- 
cently changed another important 
line to get a better looking and 
handier box. We pay more, but we 
sell more and therefore make more 
money. 

We have observed that in carbon 
paper and typewriter ribbons the 
line with the most attractive con- 


tainer sells the best regardless of 
the fact that it is not as good as one 
of our other lines which are not put 
up so well. 

(Note.—This_ statement strikes 
Office Appliances as somewhat re- 
markable. We have never before 
suspected that a label had much to 
do with selling carbon papers and 
typewriter ribbons. We do not re- 
call any labels on these brands which 
were positively unattractive and ven- 
ture the suggestion that perhaps our 
friend might secure better results 
in the window and in the store so as 
to bring out harmonies in colors. 
Perhaps he already does this. Then 
there is a certain symmetry of ar- 
rangement which can be followed. 
It occurs to us that he might find 
some advantage in studying the mat- 
ter of color harmonies so as to em- 
phasize the more drab and possibly 
unattractive packages by virtue of 
a better arrangement, thus bringing 
them to the front and helping their 
sale. ) 

There are several instances in this 
line where the manufacturer has in- 
creased his sales to us anyway by 
putting his goods up in a more at- 
tractive container and these cases 
have occurred in the last year and 
a half. 

Container an Important Item 

We believe we are speaking for a 
majority of the retailers when we 
say that the container has a lot to 
do with the sale. We are selling 
primarily better and more efficient 
offices. We cannot do this consist- 
ently and give a customer a jar of 
adhesive, for instance, with a poorly 
executed label and the brush awk- 
wardly fastened on. We cannot talk 
efficiency to a man and send a box 
of small commodities that he has to 
open like a box of tacks whenever 
he wants one. 

And it is not only the consumer 
the manufacturer must take into 
consideration, but the retailer and 
his clerks. When a retailer puts any- 
thing in his window he usually picks 
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the most attractive he has of the 
particular thing he is going to dis- 
play. The goods referred to above 


as the best sellers are the ones we 


display the most. We have displayed 
them the most because they are at- 
tractive, the most attractive we have 
in stock. 

The manufacturer should realize 
that the display window of the re 
tailer is the best advertising medium 
he can get and he should do all he 
can to get his goods shown in those 
windows. The fountain pen and 
mechanical pencil companies are 
realizing and we believe proving 
this. Most of their display matter 


is fine. It makes a good window 
man want to get it in as soon as he 
sees it. Their prizes for the best 


displays were probably expensive, 
but what would you give to have 
2,400 windows in this country make 
an exclusive display of your goods 
for a full ten days, with the display 
man in each place making the best 
display he knows how to make dur 
ing a single month when there was 
a seasonal demand for your prod 
ucts? A fountain pen company did 
that very thing recently through a 
window dressing contest. We were 
in on it and here’s the effect it had 
on us. 

We put some little extra effort 
into our display at that trme and we 
sold more of those goods in ten 
days than we ever did before in a 
month. Now—whether there is a 
display contest on or not, we are 
going to do the same thing again 
next season. We have learned that 
it pays us to display the goods of 
that company. It pays us to put 
some extra effort into the windows 
displaying the goods of that firm. 

\ little thing like the arrows made 
out of cardboard to be placed on the 
back of an office chair, which a cer 
tain manufacturer gives to his dealer 
helps a lot they tell us. 

The small display stand brought 
out recently by a numbering ma- 
chine company is just the thing the 
dealer wants. It will help to sell a 
hard thing to sell, and it will sell 
merchandise for that company. The 
same thing applies to the cash box 
rack and the ink and paste rack 
which some manufacturers are now 
furnishing. 

We have thought for some time 
that if a manufacturer of paper 
clips and pins would come out with 
a desk tray assortment of pins and 
clips which could be opened and 
placed ready for use in the center 
drawer of a desk, he would sell 
many more clips and pins. Nothing 
permanent, but a small partitioned 
cardboard box, which could be dis 
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carded when empty—something on 
the order of the rubber band assort- 
ments. 

The retailers are spending quite a 
bit of money on fine store fixtures, 
using clerks’ time, doing all that we 
can do to make better windows and 
better inside displays, and we want 
the manufacturer to see that it is 
to his advantage as well as ours, 
to put his merchandise up in a 
manner which will help us to have 
an attractive store and attractive 
windows. If he wants his goods 
shown and they won't sell unless 
they are shown by the retailer, they 
must come to us in a shape which 
will encourage us to display them. 
Avoidable Waste in Advertising 

There is, of course, the fact that 
the manufacturer sends out lots of 
advertising and display matter which 
is never used. But here is what has 
happened to us. We wrote to a 
pencil company for display matter. 
They sent us a fine bunch of display 
matter but at least 60 per cent of 
it was advertising a pencil we did 
not carry nor never have carried. 
The same thing happened with a 
loose leaf house and a filing equip- 
ment house. A little thought on the 
part of the manufacturer and he 
would have examined our account 
before sending out such stuff. 

Another firm was asked for dis- 
play matter and we received what 
was at one time (about 1900) a fine 
bunch of cards, old style, discolored, 
dusty, impossible to use. The whole 
bunch promptly went into the waste 
basket. And it lessened our opin- 
ion of that particular firm very 
much. Another set of cards we re- 
ceived were broken so badly at the 
corners that we could not use them. 
Another when received had the 
glazed paper covering stuck to the 
cards. The glazed paper was put on 
while the ink was still wet. They 
had to be ‘discarded. 

Just one more thing for the at- 
tention of the manufacturer. Be 
liberal with your display and adver- 
tising matter to your new accounts. 
The first bill of goods may not be 
so very much, but you can in many 
cases make the next one bigger with 
proper attention to this service. It 
makes the retailer feel you are back 
of him, that you are trying to help 
him. He is always a slight bit dubi- 
ous about a new line until he has it 
a while. And if he gets a nice lot 
of display matter and some enclos- 
ures, etc., they will not only finish 
selling him on your merchandise, not 
only the display matter itself will 
but the sales they create will make 
him a booster for your go ds Help 
the dealer help himself.

Two men established an enter- 
prise in the office equipment field 
twenty years ago. It prospered and 
required more capital, which was 
secured by taking a third party in 
the business with an equal division 
of shares. Two or three years later 
one of the original members of the 
company, forgetting the struggle in 
the early years, agreed with the 
newer partner to dispense with the 
services of his former associate, 
who sacrificed his holdings and left 
the company. It was not long be- 
fore the man who had sold out his 
partner was himself sold out.

Several years ago three men, who 
had been long associated with a busi- 
ness, planned to launch their own en- 
terprise. There was no reason why 
they should not do so, but a part of 
their plan was to wreck the old busi- 
ness in which they had been en- 
gaged. Ata time when they thought 
they would seriously embarrass the 
old company their resignations were 
turned in to take effect at once. 
Their actions caused considerable 
temporary distress to their former 
employer and their new business ap- 
peared at first, to flourish. But it 
did not succeed and ten months later 
the individual who had furnished 
the capital for the venture, having 
lost his enthusiasm for it, sold the 
business to the former employer of 
the three men without notifying 
them of the fact until the transac- 


tion was closed. They made bitter 
criticism of their associate for what 
they called his betrayal. Yet they 
were receiving their pay in their 
own coin. The law always works.

There may be conditions under 
which a business may have to give 
way before the effects of competi- 
tion, but no enduring success was 
ever built upon the deliberate intent 
to ruin a rival. The man who points 
to the mote in his brother’s eye is 
always suspect. To boast of virtue 
is to lose it. Always “the dignity 
of truth doth lose by much protest- 
ing.” There is no business policy 
so ineffective and so tawdry as that 
which attempts to advance its in- 
terests by telling what its rival is 
not. Despite such a practice one 
may seem at times to prosper but 
it is that prosperity without the es- 
teem or even regard of one’s fellows. 
No man can practice it without be- 
ing conscious of the impression it 
creates. He knows himself for what 
he is and sooner or later, pays the 
penalty. The law always works.

A Look Backward and Some Reasons Why It Pays to Go to Conventions. 


N THE twenty years which have intervened since the National Association of Stationers, 
Office Outfitters and Manufacturers was organized the stationery business has greatly ad- 
vanced in scope, improved its methods and practices and has placed itself upon a footing 
second to no other retail business in the country. The greater part of this improve- 
ment has come about through the influence of the National Association and the 
work of local bodies affiliated. therewith. 

Before the association spirit became active in the trade there was little acquaint- 
ance and almost no friendship among competitors; no realization of community of 
interest, and no co-operation whatever. Stationers never met and talked over their 
methods, but each was for himself, guarding jealously what he regarded as his own 
ways of accomplishing results. The spirit of suspicion and seclusion encouraged 





the right and left slashing of prices. 

Now, after twenty years of intensive association work, we find great changes for the 
better—changes which could not have come about except through acquaintance, understanti- 
ing and good will engendered by labor in a common cause. Trade practices have been 
improved and there is an ethical spirit among stationers not dissimilar to that which obtains 
in the professions. There is a feeling that the trade stands or falls, advances or declines, 
according as individual members follow a course which leads ,them into taking rational 
profits. 

It must be remembered that the activities of all trade associations are circumscribed by 
certain restrictions which national and state laws impose. Prices may not be fixed “by agree- 
ment, neither may any concerted action be taken which will result in a substantial fixing of 
prices. But beyond this, associations are free to settle matters of trade policy, discounts, 
terms, transportation matters, credits, etc. They may unite to study conditions, figure over- 
head, determine costs and act in concert in many other ways. 

“Why should I go to the convention?” asks the man from the East. “My business is on 
the Atlantic seaboard. What do I care about Chicago?” The answer is that the Chicago 
man may be a better merchant. He may have something to say that will pay for several 
convention trips. One little hint or suggestion has been known to do that and more. Or the 
Easterner may go and the Westerner remain away in the belief that he has nothing to learn 
from other sections. Both men would be wrong. The universe may be duplicated in a 
drop of water, but it is a different universe. No man ‘can know everything about his own 
business. Knowledge grows by contact with others. Every man’s experience is different; 
hence everyone may contribute something to the convention if he will. And—though it seems 
a paradox—he receives most who gives the most and the best he has. 

Count up the men who are or have been active in association work and always present at 
conventions. Are they unsuccessful? They are not. Almost without exception they con- 
duct profitable and important establishments. 

Many who go to the convention will travel in parties and gain a lot on the way by 
establishing social contacts and relations which may endure to the end of life. 

No dealer can afford to miss the chance to meet manufacturers at first hand. And the 
manufacturers attend to become acquainted with dealers whom they have known only as a 
mame on an order, but wish to know as man to man 

The convention atmosphere is one of cordiality and good will. Nobody harbors ill- 
feeling. On every hand one receives the impression of a body of men allied in a common 
undertaking and working together for success. 

Our industry has to do with the economies and conveniences of business. Its practices 
are clean; its policies worthy of praise and emulation. It attracts men of fine qualities of 
mind and character. 

The National Association is man-made and partakes of those infirmities common to 
human creations; but it has helped to make the stationery business better and more profitable. 
It has helped to create a cohesive industry, and all stationers, members of the association and 
otherwise have partaken of the benefits. 

The National Association of Stationers, Office Outfitters and Manufacturers is a fine 
instrument for the elevation of trade standards and practices and should receive the personal 
¢ sport of every dealer and manufacturer in this field 

Every dealer who can attend the convention at Cincinnati next month should go and

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Report on International Advertising Convention. 

During the progress of the International Advertising 
Convention held in London, England, July 13-17, 1924, a 
series of three meetings of the sales managers department 
was held in the conferences hall, No. 4, Palace of Industry 
at Wembley. These meetings were conducted jointly by 
The American Managers Association and the Incorporated 
Sales Management Association of the United Kingdom. 
Through the courtesy of C. K. Woodbridge, vice-presi- 
dent of The American Sales Management Association, and 
president of The Dictaphone Corporation, we are able to 
give a synopsis of the interesting conference betweem these 
two bodies»of Sales Executives. 

This is the first time in history that any conference of 
sales managers that is truly international has been held. The 
American Management Association comprises about 500 
members and the Incorporated Sales Managers Association 
numbers over 1000 members. Therefore, this meeting was 
quite representative of the sales interests of both nations. 

The subjects listed on the program for discussion were 
indicative of the fact that the problems met in selling on 
either side of the water are of equal interest and the dis- 
cussions participated in by Americans and 
Britons proved in the broadest sense they viewed simi- 
larly, although from a different slant. 

Our British friends have traditional and business prac- 
tices much older than those in America, but fundamentally 
the same mental processes underlie the sales impulse, and 
the main difference, if any, lies in the fact. that American 
methods are possibly more direct in the selling process 
while the British viewpoint leans towards thoroughness 
and their methods hold more closely to traditional pro- 
Che short-sales talk and the quick closing which 
characterizes the American approach proved highly inter- 
esting and was favorably regarded, but because of tradi- 
tional conservatism it was decided that such direct methods 
would not be applicable to the British situation. 

However, the practices referred to by the American sales 
managers were confirmed as correct by their friends across 
the sea, and a very hearty interest was manifested in all 
of the subject matter advanced for consideration. 

The attendance at these meetings was thoroughly repre- 
sentative and large, and the program was carried through

Commerce Reports] American typewriters still dominate 
the Italian market in spite of marked disadvantage in the 
matter of price as compared with Italian and German ma 
chines This is because the public recognizes the m« 
chanical superiority of the American product, the better 
lasting qualities, and is willing to pay more in order to 
obtain the best. 

The best American makes of fountain pens cost fron 
twenty to fifty per cent more than Italian, German and 
English pens, but their sales make up probably fifty per 
cent ot the total for all fountain pens sold in Italy. Their 
only keen competition comes from Germany. There are 
many Italian pens on the market, but they are recognized 


to be inferior and do not constitute an important factor.

Fifteen Years Ago.

[he United Typothetae of America has dropped its 
ppeal to the Federal courts from the ruling of the Fed 
eral Trade Commission that it cease and desist from cer- 
tain practices listed by the commission.

The carriers were rescued, after many efforts. They 
were in an exhausted condition, and so completely covered 
with ice as to be helpless. Their caps were frozen fast to 
their heads, and the clothing so loaded with ice that the 
carriers were unable to bend their bodies. On arriving 
home their friends were obliged to cut and tear away their 
ice-armored garments. After changing clothing a bushel 
of ice that had fallen off in the process was swept from 
the floor. 

The carrier who supplies mail on the Newport-Otter 
Rock route in Oregon, immediately on the Pacific coast, 
contends with many difficulties and hardships. Many times 
he takes his life in his hands in order that patrons may 
receive their letters and packages. The carrier is obliged 
to travel down the beach at low tide, owing to the lack of 
a highway. If for any reason the incoming tide catches 
him before completing his trip, he must either abandon his 
team and the mails, and climb the rocks, or be dashed to 
death against them. 

The most expensive star route in the United States is 
from Price to Vernal, Utah. It is 121 miles long. For 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1923, the cost of maintaining 
it was approximately $96,700. As high as twenty or more 
tons of mail matter—mostly parcel post—are handled daily 
over this route. The longest routes are from Two Har 
bors to Grand Portage, Minn., and from Midland, Texas, 
to Lovington, New Mexico. Each is 143 miles in length

This company was organized in 1878 by two young 
men, L. A. Ault and F. B. Wiborg, who formed a partner 
ship and started the manufacture of printing ink in Cin- 
cinnati. They began in a modest way, their equipment 
consisting of several ink mills and mixing devices. The 
payroll carried five names They adopted at once the 
policy of making inks of the best possible quality. Com 
petition was keen and orders were secured and filled only 
by extremely hard work, much longer than the at present 
accepted eight hour day \s printers became acquainted 
with the quality of the Ault & Wiborg inks, larger orders 
were placed and in this manner business gradually de- 
veloped. Additional equipment was installed and more 
workmen added. After a few years the company was 
reaching out and securing business from many distant 
points. 

After the business had been in existence for seven or 
eight years a chemist from abroad who had studied and 
experimented largely in the chemistry of colors was em- 
ployed to work in the laboratories on the development of 
printing inks of various kinds. It is believed that this 
man was probably the first paid chemist to work in the 
printing ink industry in the United States 

In 1891 the business was incorporated and the com- 
pany's first branch houses were established in Chicago 
and New York City. For many years the Ault & Wiborg 
products consisted entirely of printing and lithographing 
inks, but during the past twenty years additional divisions 
of manufacture have been added, including the making ot 
carbon papers, typewriter ribbons, adhesives, varnishes 
and writing inks, all of which additional lines pertain to 
the manufacture, mixing and blending of colors and chem 
icals.

The first typewriter to be put on the Spanish market was 
American and made its appearance in 1895 In 1896 and in 
1900 the manufacturers of the two most widely known Ameri- 
can machines intreduced their product and these three sup- 
plied the demands of the Spanish market practically without 
competition until 1905, when the Adler, of German make, was 
put on sale Within the next few years several other Ameri- 
an makes und the Mercedes, Continental and Urania, all 
German; the Empire and one or two other British machines 
were introduced but not until after the war and the re- 
iwakening of German industry did the American feel the 
oreign competition to any extent 

German Sales Methods in Spain. 

The first tw named of the German machines, the Mer- 
cedes and the Continental, are the only foreign—made type- 
writers that have been able to compete with the American, and 
their success has been due mainly to the willingness of Ger- 
man manufacturers to grant easier terms and to accept little 
or no profit in order to establish their lines Most American 
exporters insist on cash payment against documents in the 
United States, while the Germans are willing to grant credit 
of three, four and often six months after receipt of the mer- 
chandise This is one of the factors which have made it pos- 
sible to undersell American producers 

Another important factor that has operated igainst the 
erican manufacturer, of course, has been the zh rate of 
dollar exchange but probably the most important has been 
price cutting by German competitors The practice of cutting 
prices is common in Spain in practically all markets, retail and 
holesale, and has been widely resorted to by German type 
writer manufacturers. Their sales are largely explained by 
underselling the American machines 

Comparison of Spanish Imports by Countries. 

Comparison of Spanish imports of typewriters from the
